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WHAT FOR? 



Time and again university students have been accused of 
"tameness". of showing no interest in public affairs and of do- 
ing nothing that would make their influence felt in the life of 
the country. In Europe and the Orient it is different. There, 
student movements, according to all reports, are things of im- 
portance. Whether the young men concerned arc doing their 
countries any good or net. is. of course, another matter, but 
here most of us would agree with Stevenson that, "it, is better 
To be a tool than to be dead.'' 

United Stan - *? students, it is true. have, recently been dis- 
playing some sort of interest in national and international af- 
fairs by declaring their opinions of the "World Court" question, 
and now many of them are engaged in a strenuous campaign 
against compulsory military trainings in colleges. 

That is something: but students here at present seem to 
have even less than this to raise their interest. Even in pure- 
ly local campus life there has been for some time now. a period 
of peace, which not even the K.K.K.'s have been able to inter- 
rupt, and which can only be partly explained by the approach of 
examinations. Of course, it was not ever thus. We can point 
to the opening month of the session as a time of unrest, but 
even then the great body of undergraduates remained unmoved. 

Why is it that students here show so few signs of life? 
Probably because they have nothing very definite about which 
to start the fireworks. No doubt they have a general idea that 
things aren't absolutely right; that they would be better chang- 
ed. But they are not exactly sure, many of them, just what they 
actually do want, or indeed (let it be admitted) why they are 
at university at all. They have a few hazy ideas that a univer- 
sity course is a good thing, that by attending lectures and read- 
ing a few books, they are getting along quite satisfactorily. 
There are no outstanding grievances: therefore why should they 
zo tearing around and get terribly excited over nothing? 

Does not. the same explanation hold for the students' at- 
titude toward national affairs? Possibly ignorance of condi- 
tions and events also contributes to their inaction. Yet- after 
all, a person like.-; to.cjo into battle under a banner, and what 
is there, for the student to do, what is there for him to fight for? 
Possibly many things, but he is not sure. * 

If he were, probably he would act even as his brothers 
overseas have acted, ana the heather would be on fire in the 
ancient unci approved manner.

would do productive! scholarly work 
and add lo the sum total of human 
knowledge, and second, that II should 
send out' a largo numtier of gradunlofc 
who with a rmlancod division of mind, 
body and character should be filled 
<o do work •honourable and efficient 
Ho ranked character development as 
the mon Important part of the 'train- 
ing of this large number. Ex-prcaldcn: 
Hartley of Vale thinks that, oducotlor 
should have behind M the Ideal o' 
civic ethics: it should he Inspired by 
the wish to m .ike a hoy not so tnnel 
a learned man. a scornful critic, or r. 
skilled specialist ns a good citizen 
such a good «:illzen as Plato describes 
"He is one" said the great teacher 
"who honours hi? own soul, obeys tl.o 
law?, meets the jus) demands of the 
state with endurance, who holdi* 
virtue above, all other good: leaches 
children revorance instead of bestow- 
ing upon them riches: who setr, 
good example, believes in the sanctity 
of contracts, aids (he suffering: win 
is trusted because of 1 is truthfulness, 
does no injustice, exerts no Injustice 
oxeris good Influences. Ms ambitions 
without envy, who is gentle, forgives 
the penitent, loves not self unduly, who 
Is cheerful in misfortune, who is wis,- 
and moderato and courageous In spirii." 

"That is a high deflniiatlon of a good 
citizen, but unless our universities and 
all other educational institutions make 
for good citizenship they fall far short 
■if their possibilities and their duly. 
The good citizen is ope. after all, who 
is true to his own best nature, and 
who toward others 1b just, truthful, 
merciful and helpful. Such an attitude- 
should result from education, for, as 
the old Greek said. "Education Is that 
which gives to the body and the soul 
all the beauty and all the perfection 
of which it is capable." 

"To repeat my remarks of a few 
minutes ago. education is a school 
for life and for livelihood, a school 
in whish on tl'e one hand the good 
citizen is formed on th* other hand 
some preparation to enable tJie pupil 
too that education is not a mechahlca 
too, that eduratlon is not a mechanical 
process; It cannot he produced by 
machinery and It ia in this respc-st 
that so many of our schools and col- 
leges fa'.l down- They are too me- 
chanical, too routine, too impersonal. 
Education is the action of personality 
on personality of mind on rnind of 
soul on soul. On the one .hand Is the 
teacher, on the other the taught, and 
the business of the teacher Is lo work 
on. to inf uence to Inspire the soul of 
the taught. The aim may be defined 
in various ways, but all come to the 
same thing in the end— to develop 
(and education means creation or de- 
velopment) fully and harmoniously 
all the powers of the pupil. And if the 
r'ght kind of mind i f: brought into 
contact with the young boy or girl, 
man or woman v/o ha.vn an effective 
education. There need be no 
school no governing body — only 
tihe mon or the won: an and the pupil 
and so far as ihe latter is concerned 
the o/ueHtion 1? solved. Garfield's Idea 
ol education was "Mark Hopkins at 
one end of a log and a. student at the 
other". In tills homely phrase did ho 
stress the value of personal Instruc- 
tion and personality. 

"T.'ne pages of the history of the 
great men Of the past are dominated 
by a belief in the necessity for em- 
phasising the moral element and Ihe 
eharacter-build'lng of our education. 
"The curriculum" said Plato, "should 
be adopted in the most complete man- 
ner to the promotion of virtue." Mon- 
taigne would ha.ve history la.ughl In 
such a. way "tha.t the teacher should 
Imprint on the scholar's mind not so 
much the da.te of the ruin of Cart. h 
a.ge «s (ihe manners ot Hannibal and 
Scipio." 

"Milton saJd "I coll. therefore. a 
complete and generous education that 
which fits a. man to perform justly 
skilfully and magnanimously, all the 
o/flres both public and private. of 
ptTace a.nd war." Arnold of Rubgy be- 
lieved thaX the teaching of moral 
thought fu nena and devotion 10 duty 
WM the supreme end of education 
And Horoce Mann declared that In 
educa.tlon is the only force that Can 
elevate character its function, hê 
though, waa to prepare Ihe young 
person for the duties of life. T.he pur- 
pose, therefore of work ai school "i- 
college. Is to give information. Inn 
the.t Information must be kept. In light 
relation with the functions of train- 
ing and discipline ami with the func- 
tion of putting men into a right am!

field «f knowledge with Ideala and 
prlitolplefi . 

"Teaching, must be «uçh at will 
equip the young for future cltizspshlp 
in a free commonwealth. The culture 



must give in him thn power in ascer- 
tain fact for himself; must he p .him 
to topn mi opinion must give him the 
opportunity to become all ho tun bo. 
conic, within Ihe limits or an ' ivthly 
life: must enable him to become pelf, 
supporting, •self-governing, »elf-rc- 
i.perllng piem'.H.r of a free slctil ami 
lid to be a hegcar or a ne'er tin well.

I/et mo repeal. — edu- 
cation meaii« development — the devel- 
opment ot (ho whole man — his phy- 
s'cal, mental and spiritual character — 
n the highest direction. In order to 
ilove'op the entire man. cduntiton iiiusl 
bo a deeper thing Hum the mere pop. 
session of knowledge. K must create 
new dcslros, broaden the mind, cn- 
iil'gp thn vision, give Independence to 
thought, and resolution to will. Ils 
•iirposo Is to develop what is nl- 
•eiiily thcro until you have iiomethtng 
llia.1 wa« not lihcrc. II Is a, deeper 
hlng than t'ho storing of the mind 
villi facts, II Is the development of 
•haractcr. Men go to college. In dis- 
cover (he tnitih a.nd Irulli is a vaster 
hlng than knowledge. When educ- 
Itloil ha.s finished Its task (and that 
'ask can never he completely (Inlshed 
In one span of life) men will not only 
think t'he I ruth and speak lite truth 
'•ut they will lie (he truth. Pause and 
think what this o'd world would be If 
ill men were educa.led In that they

"he truth and acted only the truth 
''lone would be dishonesty in business 
lu politics. In all human rolallons; 
•roup would be .hypocrisy In religion 
blgtory and intolerance would be no 
more: while Injustice, greed and sel- 

rtHness wou'd disappear. No wonder 
iocs the prophet exhort — "neceive my 
pstructlon a.nd not silver, and know- 
'edge rather than choice gold, for 
wisdom I? better than rubies and all 
'hings that may be desired are not to 
'ie compared to it ." 

"While I believe we in Canada, can 
claim that we believe in Hiose. idea's 
I wonder if they arc not In danger of 
hlng clouded or obscured, by fads and 
heorles. We hear much of the effi- 
ciency experts, but we must bear In 
mind that whatever .heights of effi- 
ciency our professional schools may 
.each, we must not forget the vital 
aims of real education. In our striving 
for the spread of oujturc on the one 
hand or of professional proficiency 
on the other, we must not .ose or miss 
the .habits of mind and heart which 
are esseutlal to political freedom and 
justice. We must not be unmindful of 
the fact that a university is a training- 
ground neither for hard utility nor for 
ornament, neither for the sole y 
aesthetic or for the solely practical. 
What we need to cultivate is a large 
and llheral view of life, a vision and 
a. judgment which will overcome pre- 
judice by enabling our boys to think 
for themselves and to find out things 
(or themselves. \Vo must be mindful 
not only of the exceptional students 
hut lof the average boy and girl. 

'We ure living In Canada to-day In 
what we enli a democracy. We havo a 
glorious land and a glorious inherit- 
ance. To tho youth of our universities 
largely will be intrusted the guidance 
of l'haï heritage, in the future. Are we 
preparing them .adequately • f°r their 
duty which will bo to represent 
IhoiiKht n.mong men? Many loud voices 
are. .heard In our land, many faddists 
are abroad with I heir »t lipid yet 
plausible theories, many prejudice.-, 
are fell, and preached .There ate. 
many things to be changed or cured 
or eliminated. There is indolence and 
luxury and pride. There is licentious- 
ness ami disease, poverty and sorrow. 
There Is the brute force w.hlch sup- 
planta moral principle; there is the 
vaniiy which is misnamed honour, the 
swagger which masquerades .ie 
chivalry, ami i,ho la/.y indifference 
which boasts gallantry. Above all 
there is Hie sectional jealousy and 
misunderstanding. All these weak- 
nesses are Ihe common delects of

'Now mens' optnlvtis have always 
differed as to What democracy Is 
and hoiv it may be found.' It has 
always been a coal commended by 
many but cherished by few. It is not 
based upon mechanical equality, for 
surh a base offers no foundation for 
just and progressive society. Such 
a quality -would be no more just than 
a mechanical inequality which per 
petuates in a community artificial 
distinction. The on y inequalities 
which should be .tolerated in life are 
those which are natural and inevit- 
able. In our educational process, in 
our striving to teach citizenship, we 
must be careful not to keep the cap- 
able man down, nor to level the in 
capable man up. The indolence of 
the ambitiour must not be unduly, 
rewarded, .nor must the initiative of 
the industrious be crippled by me 
cbanica ; uniformity of education. 
A n artificial equality is as vicious as 
an artificial inequality. The question 
in Canada today is not whether all 
men are eetiia] or unequal, but whe- 
ther the 'differences should proceed 
f.-cm natural causes. The bright and 
industrious must always lead the 
lazy and indifferent. The aim of 
education i« to provide equality of 
opportunity. We are a'l entitled to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of hap 
piness— but the measure of happiness 
will depend on the form of pursuit. 
Each youth must have the fullest 
opportunity for self-expression. 

'In attaining, euch an idea I believe 
a university to be the strongest fu-ee 
in the country. In matters not what 
crjtics say to the* contrary. Matri- 
culation conditions of our universities 
are democratic. Entrance to a college 
is open to anyone who can pass the 
test, irrespective of ra.ee or creed or 
purse or social position. And after 
ï^ttic ! entering, the college is a pace •>{ 
""' «iu»' opportunity in nh ic)i each 
youth gets a chance to lest out his 
own person and to secure the plate 
lo which' his abilities entitle him. In 
our university we do noi deny to the 
youth the place which youtj, deserves, 
in a true university the intelligent 
and indubtrious youth is n ot deprived 
of recognition because of the relative 
obsurity of his ancestry or fortune, 
nor in the indolent and pampered an 
unintelligent boy granted the place 
and privilege to which his ability tt nd 
efforts do not entitle him. The only 
requirement is willingness lo learn, 
rapacity to receive, and character lo 
endure. The university | a 3 
leveMer of barriers. If it ), c jps to 
raise barriers it is not a true univer- 
sity. It is but a false and dangerous 



training, masiueradine as learning, 
which helps any hoy or girl to grow 
into manhood or womanhood ignor- 
ing or despising the humble folk 
about them; it Is an empty education 
which mattes one exclusive in his In- 
terest and sympathies; it Is a poor 
university, unworthy of the name, 
■which merely produces members of 
an "Intelllgensla" and not helpful 
members of society. The object of 
education is to help us to understand 
interpret and appreciate our fo low 
men. to enlarge, not to limit, the 
golden areas of friendship. In our 
modern time all life is fragmentary 
and incomplete. Every man must 
sooner or later know something of 
tho sorrows of loneliness and defeat 
and Inescapable Injustice of the world. 
The road If often hard and weari- 
some. If into such a life our univer- 
sities help us to bring sympathy and 
justice and compassion they are uni- 
ersity i n a very real sense. 
The college's duty, then, Is in one 
Bense to make scholars; to turn out 
erraduateg who arc technically effi- 
cient, but in the last analj-sis It is to 
make men. It is the possession of 
manhood which will determine the 
life or death of our country. Man- 
hood is not incompatible with true 
scholarship. Scholarship ia practical 
in aim and spirit. But. the true scholar 
apart altogether from his sklllod 
efficiency, i s one who is able in 
the old Greek sense "to Judge nob- 
ly.'.' He is a constructive influence 
In common life. He is always a hu- 
manist, an ideaiiHt ) perhaps but he 
never divorces his intellectual at- 
tainmcnts from practical and homely 
aims. If we rate wealth or family 
above virtue we are sul ly of error, 
and If we regard intellectual power 
above manhood we are equally guilty 
of wrong as educators.
